Eligible For 
U.S. Contracts 


Washington, Dec. 5.—Finis will 
be written to the first spectacular 
round in the bout between Recov- 
ery Administrator Hugh S. John- 
son and Henry Ford by the end 
of this week, with the round 
awarded to the latter. It will 
come in the form of delivery by 
the Northwest Motor Co., Beth- 
esda, Md., Ford dealer, of the last 
of 818 Ford trucks purchased last 
Friday for the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

The decision was announced by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace,

While, of course, these early 
figures are too incomplete to per- 
a definite forecast for the 
entire month, if the present ratio 
holds in the remainder of the 
states to report it is likely that 
sales for the entire month will 
be in the neighborhood of 125,000 
units as compared with a total of 
44,358 units in the same month 
of 1932. 

The high level of sales main- 
tained during the month has been 
reflected in an upturn in produc- 
tion during the past week. This, 
offourse, has been augmented by 
the number of plants stepping up 
on new model production. While 
the official estimate of November 
production is expected to be made 
at a meeting of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce directors here on Thurs- 
day, unofficial estimates place the 
total between 60,000 and 65,000 
units. 


Trucking Code 
Approval Due 
Before Jan. 1 


Washington, Dec. 5.— Despite 
the number and spectacular qual- 
ity of the exceptions to the pro- 
posed code of the motor trucking 
industry, forecasts in Washington 
are that the agreement will be 
ready for approval before the end 
of this month. 

Constant contact with the NRA 
is being maintained by a special 
committee of thirteen appointed 
by the American Trucking Asso- 
ciations, Inc., and with the prom- 
ise of the organization that the 
group would remain in Washing- 
ton until all complications in the 
proposed agreement had been 
ironed out.

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Tantalizing Taxation 

ODAY marks the repeal of the 

18th amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 
This measure, which has reached 
deeply into the lives of American ! 
people during the past thirteen 
years, has left its tooth marks on 
the automotive industry in the 
form of additional taxation. Au- 
tomatically, the one-half cent 
gasoline tax which the federal 
government has been collecting 
from the motorist during the past 
year is to be lifted with the re- 
peal of the prohibition law. This 
was stipulated in the tax measure 
itself. 


But after the drought, what? | 
In Washington last week there 
was a general feeling that the 


removal of the one-half cent Fed- 
eral Gasoline Tax, with the repeal 
of the 18th amendment, would | 
not be permanent. Rather, it was | 
believed that the coming session | 
of Congress would be likely to re- 
impose this tax--and worse still 
raise it to one cent a gallon 

It is time now to act. Every 
dealer, salesman, car manufac- 
turer and car owner should pro- 
test against the reimposition of a 
federal gasoline tax except as the 
very last resort. The half cent 
rate of tax has been conserva- 
tively estimated as having placed 
an additional burden of $70,000,- 
000 a year upon the motorist. 
This burden was more than suffi- 
cient. To increase it would be 
folly. 

At the present time the 
motive industry is showing signs 
that it is on the definite upward 


auto- 


path. With an industry which 
reaches so deeply into our na- 
tional life showing improvement, 
the country as a whole must 
benefit. Every additional tax 
placed upon the sale or use of 


motor vehicles naturally impedes 
sales. When the costs of opera- 
tion become prohibitive people 
must forego the use of automo- 
tive transportation. If the auto- 
motive industry is to do its full 
share toward helping recovery, it 
must be helped, not hampered. 

It is the duty of every man in 
the automotive industry to watch 
the interests of his customer. 
This is a fundamental of selling. | 
While your customers have 
money they can buy and you can | 
profit on the sales you make to 


| 


them. If something is sapping | 
their resources they cannot buy | 
and you cannot sell. You will 
help your customer and help | 


yourself by joining them in seek- | 


ing relief from additional tax | 
burdens. 
Our industry can help the 


country most when the industry | 
itself is prosperous. Law makers | 
should do all in their power to | 
increase the industry’s prosper- 
ity.

Chambers Secs Truck Rule

New York, Dec. 5.—There is no 
legal authority for federal con- 
trol of the business operations of 
private and contract motor car- 
riers as to rates and service and 
such a program would defeat the 
primary purpose of the commerce 
clause of the Constitution which 
is to protect and promote free 
flow of interstate commerce, de- 
clares the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce in a brief 
filed yesterday with Joseph B. 
Eastman, federal co-ordinator of 
transportation. 

The brief which is in reply toa 
questionnaire issued Nov. 4 elicit- 
ing data on federal transportation 
legislation recommends on the 
other hand relaxation of rail 
regulation to meet changed com- 
petitive conditions. 

The Chamber agrees with issu- 


ance of certificates and proof of 
financial responsibility and liabil- 
ity of interstate common carriers 
for the protection of the public, 
but is opposed to undertaking 
rate control. It is felt that data 
from certificates should provide 
the necessary information to show 
what further steps are advisable. 

The American Association of 
State Highway Officials’ uniform 
standards for vehicle sizes are 
recommended as a further means 
of improving conditions in inter- 
state commerce over the high- 
ways.

Telephone Talk to Dealers 


Dearborn, Mich., Dec. 5.--In the 
greatest telephone hookup in his- 
tory, Henry Ford will talk over 
long distance Thursday to 10,000 
members of the Ford dealer or- 
ganization throughout the United 
States and Canada. The giant 
wire network bringing all the 
members of the Ford organiza- 
tion together in a single meeting 
will reach as far east as Halifax, 
N. S., as far west as Vancouver, 
B. C., as far north as Regina, 
Sask., and as far south as Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 

It will be the first time since the 
founding of the Ford Motor Co. 
30 years ago that Mr. Ford has 
had the opportunity to speak to 
his entire organization at once. 

Mr. Ford will speak from the 
Ford Engineering Laboratory 
here. The dealer organization 
will be gathered in 41 branch cit- 
ies, 32 in the United States and 
nine in Canada. He will be fol- 
lowed by Edsel B. Ford, president 
of the Ford Motor Co.; Wallace R. 
Campbell, president of the Ford 
Motor Co. of Canada, Ltd.; W. C. 
Cowling, general sales manager of 
the United States company; L. C. 


Sholdrick, in charge of mechan- 
ical engineering; and R. H. Mc- 
Carroll, in charge of chemical and 
metallurgical engineering. 


Following the talks, which will 
begin at 2 p. m., E. S. T., the lines 
will be switched to Cleveland 
where Fred Waring’s Pennsylvan- 
ians will present a 20-minute mu- 
sical program. The meeting will 
end at 3 o’clock here, at noon on 
the Pacific coast. 


After Mr. Ford extends his 
greetings to the _ international 
gathering, his son will announce 
the new Ford car for 1934 and the 
company’s plans for the coming 
year.

The hookup is the first time the 
telephone has been used in an in- 
ternational meeting of this scope.
